Sierra Latch Cover Modification 
Paul Signorelli, WORW 


I got rid of my Sierra cover latches... The Sierra is always 
being opened to change band modules, so I took the plastic 
[cover latches off and replaced them with magnetic latches. 1 
took an old hard drive apart and got the rare earth magnets 
lout and broke them into appropriate sizes (1/2 inch square), 
[Then I epoxied them to the inside panel, front and back, 
about an 1/16 of an inch from the top of the cover, Then I 
lepoxied 2 small steel bars (all of the chassis is aluminum) to 
Ithe top cover to mate with the magnets, The magnets cannot 
be placed on the sides because of the magnetic disturbance
